. Abuse And Waste 


OCALA—If the recommendations 
of the welfare committee of the 
1951 legislautre are given consid- 
‘eration, laws affecting welfare in 
this state will be tightened to stoo 
abuses and waste. 

The committee, meeting in Ocalı 
last ‘week, voted to urge legisla- 


‘tion that would make public the 


names of those on relief rolls ind 
refused, to go along with welfare 
bureaucrats in their effort to get 
the Florida: legislature to approve 
federal rulings that would keep 
names of welfare recipients & desp 
dark secret. 

Committee members were caustic 
in their criticism of the federal 
requirments and some members 
were for action to break the fed- 
eral rule, which during the 1949 
session blocked a legislative inves- 
tigation of the weifare rolls. 

One committee member said he 
thought the legislature should seek 
relief from this and similar fed- 
eral restrictions; another said, “If 
the legislature cannot get te the 
rolls, we are in a hell of a fix.” 

New Dealers and Welfare 
Staters buttoned up the relief deat 
so that’ no one but the bureaucrats 
themselves know who is getting 
the money, and urder the present 
set up it is wide open for every 
kind of abuse. 

The attitude of the legislative 
committee will meet hearty public 
approval, and if the legislature 
takes action to curb welfare waste 
and abuses they will find the peo- 
ple of this state behind them 100 
per cent. mron 

One sore spot was the revelation 
that some Floridians receiving 
public assistance funds as needy 
blind own and drive automobiles 
on public highways, holding driv- 
ers licenses. In all probability the 
legislature will require that all 
drivers take a physical examina 
tion; at present old licenses are 
renewable without any test of fit- 
ness to drive. 

State Welfare Commissioner 
Sherwood Smith points out that 
his job is to sez that the needy 
blind are cared for and the matter 
of drivers licenses is up to the 
State Highway Patrol, but the
